Moyer 
is now in Chicago, where he is rest- 
ing easily, despite the bullet in his 


body. His recovery is looked for. 

Sheriff Cruse 1roway vegan an_ in- 
quiry into the facts of Moyer’s depar- 
ture, in response to telegrams from 
Governor Verris and Geo. Nicholls, 
the special prosecutor in charge of 
the grand jury. Both requested him 
to make a full statement of the re- 
sult of his investigations. 

News of Injuries Came Late. 

News of the circumstances of 
Moyer’s departure did not become 
known in the strike region until 
Moyer had reached Green Bay, Wis., 
today, and told of his injuries. 

Warrants were served tonight on 
the business manager and a dozen or 
more employees of a Socialist news- 
paper in Hancock, the charge being 
“conspiracy to publish mis-statements 
caleulated te tncite riot.” 

The warrants were sworn under the 
statutes relating to felony, and the 
men were held in bonds of $1,000 
each. The complaints were made by 
Sheriff Cruse, and were a sequel to 
an extra published yesterday, in 
which the charges of grave, mis- 
conduct ere made against some of 
the deputy-shertife ang ocmers who 
tried to assist victims of the Christ- 
mas eve disaster- 

Article, Charged Murder. 

The article, according to the tran- 
slators, accused the rescuers of slug- 
gingg mothers and fathers who trie od 
to reach the hall where their child- 
ren were dead or in peril, and used 
the Finnish equivalent of ‘‘murder’ 
in its description of the disaster.

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GERMANY’S FINANCIAL 


CONDITIONS ARE 0 TO LYNCH MURDERER 


Prominent English vhs Authority Who! Mob Are Repulsed in Each of 


Has Just Returned Gives a 
Pessimistic Report 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

LONDON, Dec. 28 (W.A®. Special 
Cable)—A prominent financial man, 
who has just returned from an ex- 
tended visit to Berlin and other im 
portant German cities, says that the 
vutlook commercially and financially 
jn Germany for 1914 is extremely 
bad. 

Although the Reichsbank has been 
greftly strengthened in its gold re- 
serve, the weneral banking situation 
is very discouraging. These banks have 
very little moncy, and it is scarce and 
hard to get, with prospects of be- 
coming rapidly scarcer. Loans are 
being refused on all sides, and it ts 
almost impossible to get loans to 
start new enterprises, or extend old 
ones, 

The trouble, according to this au- 
thority, is largely due to the over- 
extension of German commerce on 
borrowed capital in the past, 

The business men are now unable 
to collect debts, and are, therefore, 
unable to pay the banks, while the 
banks dare not call loans through 
fear that a universal smash would | 
follow such a course, but on the con- 
trary, still must seek to find money 
to keep afloat the enterprises they 


have already 'financied.

TREATED BY RADIUM 
FOR CANCER GROWTH 


$100,000 Worth of Precious 
‘‘Oure’’ Injected Into Should. 
er of Rep, Bremner 


OPERATION IMPORTANT TO 
MEDICAL SCIENCE IN U. 8. 


Cancer Has Govered Entire Left 
Shoulder Back to the 
Blade 


WASHINGTON, Dec 26—Robert 
Gunn Bremner, Denrocratic membet 
of Congress from the Passiac congres- 
sional district of New Jersey, spent 
his Christmas in a Baltimore hospital 
With $100,000 worth of radium tem- 
porarily imbedded in his shoulder in 
the hope that it would destroy a ma- 
lignant growth of a cancer on his left 
shoulder, 

The radium was imbedded in the 
srowth in Mr. Bremner's shoulder by 
Dr. Howard Atwood Kelly, in the lat- 
ter’s private sanatorium on Eutaw 
Place, and left there long enough to 
send its radio-active 
cross fire that penetrated every 
ef the cancerous growth, Dr. Kelly 
applied the radium in eleven tubes, 
coated with a coverning of rubber, and 
these tubes, measure about “2% 
inches each in length, and about one- 
third of an inch in diameter, were 
planted in as many incisions that were 
made in the cancer*or! Representative 
Mremner's shoulder. The tubes were 
inserted at 11 o'clock Christmas 
morning, several hours after the ar- 
rival of Mr, Bremner in Baltimore, 
were removed at 11 o'clock last 
The result was very carefully

sressman Bremner is one of the most 
malignant recently brought to the at- 
tention of medical scientists in the 
eastern section of the United States. 
He has suffered from it for some time, 
but in the past year it has grown to 
such proportions that it extends over 
the left shoulder, and now almost 
more under the arm. Jts character 
is such that Mr. Bremner ‘thas been 
compelled to carry his left arm in a 
sling, which holds it constantly in an 
elevated position. The extension of 
the cancer over the front portion of 
the shoulder ends just over his heart, 
while the extension over the back of 
the shoulder covers the left blafe.

Montreal, Que., Dee. 27 Through 
the breaking of the intake pipe of the 
city’s water supply on Thursday, 
Montreal may unearth a civic scandal 
of immense proportions, It is stated 
that the members of the board of 
control are already in possesion of 
facts regarding the disaster which 
Will warrant @ special and searching 
investigation into the whole circum- 
stances surrounding the matter, The 
fact that the break in the intake pipe 
Was not a new one and that certain 
civic officials are alleged to have been 
aware of defects in the intake long 
before they resulted in the present 
water fumine, are among the grounds 
that will enter into the investigation 
if it is held. 

May Take Three Weeks 
Now that the small supply of water 


all used up, the citizens this morning 
are suffering from the conditions that 
will prevail until the break in the 
intake pipe is repaired. Hlow long 
it will take to make (these repairs the 
city engineers are unable to state de- 
finitely. The estimates obtained 


from independent sources vary from 
one to three weeks, during Whieh 
time the city will be able to obtain 
at the utmost one-quarter of its usual 
supply of water from the temporary 
connections of The Water and Power 
Company, The first estimate of 25 
million gallons available from these 
temporary connections had to le 
modified once they were completed. 
Civie officials state that 12,500,000 
sallons every twenty-four hours is the 
utmost that can be expected = from 


this, the only available source.
